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New physio 
scheme frees 
up GP time

A PILOT scheme which sees 
physiotherapists based at a 
Haverhill doctors’ surgery is free¬ 
ing up GP appointments. 

The scheme, based at Haver¬ 
hill’s Clements Surgery in Green¬ 
fields Way, sees patients who 
come in with problems such as 
back or knee pain offered the op¬ 
tion of seeing a physiotherapist 
instead of a GP. 

There is a physiotherapist at 
the practice three days a week 
and patients are offered an ap¬ 
pointment within the week. 

The service, provided by physi¬ 
otherapy organisation Allied 
Health Professionals (AHP) Suf¬ 
folk, means that patients can be 


sent away with advice, referred 
to a physiotherapist at Haverhill 
Health Centre, or if necessary re¬ 
ferred to a surgeon. 

The aim of the six-month trial, 
which started in July, is to free 
up GP appointments, reduce the 
number of referrals to hospital, 
and reduce the cost of prescrib¬ 
ing pain relief. 

Between July 11 and August 
26, the physios saw 92 patients, 
freeing up that number of GP ap¬ 
pointments. It’s estimated that 
20 to 30 per cent of GP appoint¬ 
ments are for musculoskeletal 
problems, and the scheme aims 
to have all of these seen by a 


physio. 

None of the patients seen by 
the physiotherapists needed to 
be referred to hospital. In the 
same period last year there were 
48 referrals. 

AHP Suffolk’s lead physiothera¬ 
pist for the Haverhill area Bradley 
Scanes said: “It’s been going very 
well. It’s saved GPs a lot of time.” 

He said that patient satisfac¬ 
tion surveys had revealed a “near 
perfect patient experience” and 
the score from family and friends 
was 100 per cent. 

Whether the scheme has made 
a difference to the surgery’s phar¬ 
maceutical costs will be deter¬ 
mined by the West Suffolk Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group (CCG)

Obesity figures

HAVERHILL leaders are tak¬ 
ing action after figures re¬ 
vealed that the town has the 
highest level of adult obesity 
in West Suffolk. 

The numbers were re¬ 
vealed at the end of July by 
West Suffolk Councils as they 
worked to increase residents’ 
physical activity.

Jail criticised 
in death report 


A REPORT has criticised a 
prison’s procedures after an 
inmate hanged himself. 

The man, identified by 
the Prison Service as David 
Smith, died on May 24, 2014, 
after harming himself at 
HMP Highpoint in Stradis- 
hall the previous night. 

The Prison and Probation 
Ombudsman (PPO) report 
reveals that prison officers 
did not initiate suicide and 
self-harm procedures until 
late in the evening, despite 
the fact Mr Smith and his 
cellmate had asked what 
would happen if he swal¬ 
lowed a razor blade. 

The report, which was 
published online on Mon¬ 
day, also reveals that Mr 
Smith’s family were not in¬ 
formed of what had hap¬ 
pened for hours. He hanged 
himself around 11.55pm and 
his mother was visited by 
police about it at 6.30am. 

Mr Smith had been trans¬ 
ferred to Highpoint from 
HMP Chelmsford on May 
23, and had a history of self- 
harm. 

When he arrived at High¬ 
point, a reception nurse

judged that he was not at risk 
of suicide. But the rest of his 
first night procedures were 
undertaken by a fellow pris¬ 
oner, and no prison officer 
assessed his risk of suicide. 

At around 8pm in the 
evening Mr Smith asked 
to speak to a peer support 
worker, but none was avail¬ 
able. There was a two-hour 
delay before he was given 
a phone to call the Samari¬ 
tans, and he was not able to 
use this in private. 

Several times in the even¬ 
ing, he asked to be moved to 
a single cell, indicated that 
he might harm himself and 
he and his cellmate asked 
what would happen if he 
swallowed a razor blade. 

Prison officers told the in¬ 
spector that they believed 
these incidents were ploys 
to get a single cell, or a test 
of the boundaries at a new 
prison. 

It was only at 11.30pm, 
when Mr Smith said he had 
swallowed a razor blade, 


that suicide prevention pro¬ 
cedure was started. He was 
found hanged less than half 
an hour later. 

Prison and Probation Om¬ 
budsman Nigel Newcomen 
wrote: “I am concerned that 
first night procedures at 
Highpoint were inadequate 
and staff should have react¬ 
ed more effectively.” 

A spokesperson for the 
prison service said: “This is a 
tragic case and our thoughts 
are with the family and 
friends of David Smith. 

“As a result of the Prisons 
and Probation Ombuds¬ 
man’s investigations, we 
have accepted all of the rec¬ 
ommendations put forward. 

“Safety in prisons is funda¬ 
mental to the proper func¬ 
tioning of our justice system 
and a vital part of our reform 
plans.” 

The report was published 
after an inquest found “lack 
of compassion” contributed 
to Mr Smith’s death.

A YOUNG gymnast from Haverhill has 
qualified to compete in a national competi¬ 
tion. 

Harry White, a 10-year-old Year Five stu¬ 
dent at New Cangle Primary, was ranked 
second in East Anglia in his age group at 
Ipswich heats on Sunday - qualifying him 
to compete in national finals in Birmin- 
mgham this November.

'JUSTICE MISSED': Lauri Love could face three separate trials in the US over hacking allegations 


Judge rules man 
can face US trial 


A STRADISHALL man ac¬ 
cused of hacking into US 
government computers is 
set to be extradited to Amer¬ 
ica. 

Lauri Love, 31, who has 
Asperger’s syndrome, is ac¬ 
cused of a series of cyber¬ 
attacks on US government 
agencies in 2012 and 2013. 

He is alleged to have sto¬ 
len large amounts of data 
from bodies including the 
Federal Reserve, the Depart¬ 
ment of Defence, Nasa and 
the FBI. 

The American govern¬ 
ment has been fighting to 
have him extradited to the 
US to face charges. 

Love suffers from depres¬ 
sion, anxiety, psychosis and 
suicidal thoughts, as well as 
asthma and severe eczema. 
His family have said that be-

ing extradited could lead to 
a mental breakdown. 

On Friday at Westminster 
Crown Court in London, 
judge Nina Tempia ruled 
that Love, who lives in Strad- 
ishall with his parents, can 
be extradited. 

She said: “I’m going to ex¬ 
tradite Mr Love but what I 
mean by that is I’m going to 
send his case to the Secre¬ 
tary of State.” 

She added that the alleged 
hacker’s rights to a private 
and family life under the 
European Convention on 
Human Rights were “clearly 
engaged”, but she was “satis¬ 
fied” the American authori¬ 
ties could meet his needs. 


She said: “In balancing the 
factors for and against extra¬ 
dition I am satisfied that the 
very strong counter-balanc¬ 
ing factors required to find 
extradition would be dispro¬ 
portionate are not found in 
this case.” 

Gasps were heard in court 
when Judge Tempia gave her 
verdict. 

Wearing a purple sash as a 
belt, Love embraced friends 
and family after the result 
was announced. 

“If you have come for jus¬ 
tice then you have missed 
it,” he told journalists in the 
courtroom afterwards. 

His solicitor Karen Todner 
said outside the court that 
they would be lodging an 
appeal with the High Court. 
There is a 14-day window in 
which to do so.

A COUPLE have raised £1,200 for a dementia 
charity by walking from one side of the coun¬ 
try to the other. 

Haverhill residents Ian and Steve Harris 
completed the 192-mile coast-to-coast walk 
on Friday. 

They were raising money for Alzheimer’s 
UK after Ian’s parents’ close friend Gordon 
Palmer - formerly the landlord of the Bull 
Pub in Haverhill - died after suffering from 
the disease for six years. 

Ian and Steve met Gordon’s widow Pat and 
Ian’s father Trevor when they finished the 13- 
day trek at Robin Hood’s Bay in North York¬ 
shire.

Phone boxes set 
to be ripped out 


PHONE boxes in the Haver¬ 
hill area are set to be taken 
away - despite one of them 
being used every other day 

Eight local phone booths 
feature on a list of 41 that BT 
wants to remove across West 
Suffolk. 

Six of the boxes - in Strad- 
ishall, Wickhambrook and 
Kedington, and in Haver¬ 
hill’s Piperell Way, Hollands 
Road and Western Avenue 
- haven’t been used at all in 
the last year. 

But also scheduled for re¬ 
moval are a phone box in the 
town’s Burton End that has 
been used 33 times in the 
last year, and one in Stras¬ 
bourg Square that has been 
used 181 times - around 
once every two days. 

One of the boxes up for 
removal in Acacia Avenue, 
Bury St Edmunds, was used 
428 times in the last year. 

A period of consultation 
on removing the phone box¬ 
es is under way and runs un¬ 
til October 4. If you’d like to 
comment on the removal of

any of these boxes, contact 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment on (01638) 719000 or 
(01284) 763233 or visit west- 
suffolk.gov.uk 

Communities have been 
“adopting” disused phone 
boxes up and down the 
country, coming up with in¬ 
novative ideas such as con¬ 
verting them into a mini¬ 
library or an office. 

But this option is not avail¬ 
able for any of the phone 
boxes put up for removal in 
Haverhill, as they are not red 
“heritage” boxes. 

Town councillor Betty 
McLatchy said: “The trouble 
is they all get vandalised and 
people can’t use them. 

“It’s a difficult one be¬ 
cause I know some people in 
emergencies would require 
one, but most people carry a 
mobile phone.” 

A spokesperson for BT 


said the company had writ¬ 
ten to St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council about the re¬ 
moval of the boxes as part of 
an ongoing review of phone 
box usage. 

He continued: “BT is com¬ 
mitted to providing a public 
payphone service, but with 
usage declining by over 90 
per cent in the last decade, 
we’ve continued to review 
and remove payphones 
which are no longer needed. 

“In all instances where 
there’s no other payphone 
within 400 metres, we’ll ask 
for consent from the local 
authority to remove the pay¬ 
phone. 

“Where we receive objec¬ 
tions from the local author¬ 
ity, we won’t remove the 
payphone.” 

A decision will be made by 
November 28.

Kerry is face of 
new cancer drive 


A HAVERHILL mum is front¬ 
ing a breast cancer campaign 
after being diagnosed with 
the disease when she was 12 
weeks pregnant. 

Kerry Larrant, who lives in 
the town’s Mill Hill, was 28 
and expecting her second 
child when she was diag¬ 
nosed in 2009. 

During pregnancy, she had 
three rounds of chemothera¬ 
py and a mastectomy before 
giving birth at 34 weeks. 

She said: “At that point I 
knew I just had to fight for 
myself and for later -1 already 
had a two-year-old daughter. 
It was just: “What do we do 
now?” 

Her recovery went on for 
two years after Kerry’s young¬ 
er daughter Esmay, now 6, 
was born. 

Her skin needed to heal 
after the mastectomy and 15 
rounds of radiotherapy, and 
she had an expander put in 
which was slowly pumped up 
to create the shape of abreast. 

She’s in the clear for now 
but there is a risk that the can-

cer could return. 

“I still live with the fact of: 
‘Will it come back? Or when 
is it going to come back?”’ 
she said. “One of the breast 
nurses said to me: ‘You can’t 
let this rule you, you’ve got to 
move on and be positive’.” 

And a positive has come out 
of it: as a result of her experi¬ 
ence being treated at Adden- 
brooke’s in Cambridge, she 
decided to become a health¬ 
care assistant there. She loves 
the job, and is hoping to start 
training as a nurse next year. 

After her personal expe¬ 
riences with breast cancer, 
Kerry says she “jumped at the 
chance” to be the face of this 
year’s Addenbrooke’s Charita¬ 
ble Trust Breast Cancer Cam¬ 
paign. 

The campaign, which has 
been running since 2004, 
raises money each year for the 
Breast Unit at Addenbrooke’s. 

This year, they’re hoping 


to raise £50,000 to buy a spe¬ 
cial X-ray specimen machine 
which will allow the unit to 
screen one more patient each 
day. 

The trust is encouraging 
residents to hold a fundrais¬ 
ing tea party in October - and 
Kerry is planning one for 100 
people at the New Croft in 
Haverhill’s Chalkstone Way. 
It will take place on Sunday, 
October 23. 

The £15 ticket price for Ker¬ 
ry’s event includes tea, cake, 
scones and sandwiches. 

jo Elliott, of Addenbrooke’s 
Charitable Trust, said: “We’re 
delighted that Kerry agreed 
to be the face of the Adden¬ 
brooke’s Breast Cancer Ap¬ 
peal this year.”

New project to 
fund lony park

A CAMPAIGN has been start¬ 
ed to provide a lorry park for 
Haverhill. 

The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce says that as the town 
grows and the business park 
expands, a lorry park will be 
crucial. 

Chairman Paul Donno 
said: “I think it’s a necessity 
for the town. Especially the 
way it’s going, there’s more 
and more investment in the 
town, and there’s going to be 
more and more traffic.” 

The chamber has set up a 
meeting to discuss the pro¬ 
ject and how to tackle the 
problem of lorries parking at 
the side of the road. 

Mr Donno said at present, 
lorries caused problems for 
residents by drivers leaving 
their engines running into 
the small hours and going to 
the toilet around their vehi¬ 
cles as there were no facili¬ 
ties. 

Since the start of the year, 



the chamber has been in 
talks with stakeholders in¬ 
cluding logistics company 
Culina, Suffolk Chamber 
of Commerce and St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil to discuss the possibility 
of a lorry park. 

The project, for which no 
site has yet been found, will 
be discussed at the cham¬ 
ber’s meeting on October 7, 
when members are hoping 
to get MP Matthew Hancock 


on side. 

Mr Donno said the big¬ 
gest challenges were finding 
a source of funding for the 
project and to locate a site. 

He added: “In an ideal 
world, I would prefer it to be 
slightly out of town to keep 
the main traffic out of town.” 

He explained that the 
problem was that lorry driv¬ 
ers had time slots within 
which they had to deliver 
goods, and if they missed 
these they could be left wait¬ 
ing for the next available slot 
- without any facilities. 

The plan for a lorry park 
also ties in to the chamber’s 
other main infrastructure 
project, the delivery of dual 
carriageway A1307, as this 
would also improve prob¬ 
lems relating to heavy traffic. 

The A1307 campaign 
group is also holding a meet¬ 
ing on October 7.

New bistro on old hotel

A NEW bistro is set to open in less 
than a month on a site that’s been 
derelict for three years. 

Nine Jars will be a new modern 
bistro serving coffee and sand¬ 
wiches in the day and wine, cock¬ 
tails and dinner in the evening.

Robin Pilley said the company 
hoped that within a month of 
opening the restaurant it would 
be providing around 12 new jobs 
in the town. 

The opening date has been set 
for Saturday, October 15. The din¬ 
ing area is already fully booked 
for that evening, but they will be 
accepting walk-ins in the lounge 
area.

In less than two years, she's gone 
from scratch to constant sell-out; no 
mean achievement. But no one could 
be prouder than Arvids, her father-in- 
law. 

A Latvian who came to the UK in the 
wake of the war - sent to a displaced 
persons camp in Scotland, to work 
as a farm labourer - it was Arvids 
that first made piragi, his homeland's 
signature bake, for Ali. He gave her 
the handwritten recipe. And thus he 
sowed the seed for Ali's Baltic Bakes, 
her now-booming piragi business. 

"He's an amazing man; he's 92 
now," says Ali. "And he really couldn't 
be more proud. Every time I speak to 
him - he still lives up in Scotland - he 
wants to know how it's going, about 
any new fillings. . . He's very touched 
that I'm making a Latvian speciality; a 
family speciality. And he's so excited 
that it's a success!" 

From her first farmers' market - in 
St Ives, in the November of 2014 - 
Ali knew she was on to something: 
offering canape-size piragi as tasters, 
her stall was soon mobbed. "I sold 
out. Completely. That made me think 
'Hmm. This could really work'." 

Little half-moons of yeasted dough, 
enriched with egg yolks, butter and 
whole milk, piragi are usually filled 
with a spicy smoked bacon, onion and 
black pepper mix. While Ali makes 
the classic recipe, she's developed a 
whole menu of her own fillings too. 
Including smoked salmon, cream 
cheese and dill; mushroom, sour 
cream and dill; sauerkraut, smoked 
bacon and caraway; goat's cheese and 
caramelised onion; apricot, almond 
and brandy; raspberry and apple; 
rhubarb and orange, a thread of Baltic 
flavours runs through them all. 

"I can still remember the first time I 
ate piragi: I just thought they were the 
tastiest thing," remembers Ali. "Valdis, 
my husband, and I were at his parents' 
house and they'd made piragi as part 
of a tea, which is traditional. They 
were unlike anything I'd had before: 
the dough is so light, not at all greasy, 
and the filling was so full of flavour. 
That was 20 years ago, and I made my 
first batch not long after." 

Growing up in London, Ali was, 
she confesses, something of a slow 
starter in the kitchen. "My mum was a 
wonderful cake baker: our house was 
just round the corner from school, so 
all my friends used to stop off for a 
slice of coffee and walnut on their way 
home. But the only cooking my sister 
and I did was on a Friday night. Mum 
was a hairdresser and worked late on 
a Friday, so we'd reconstitute a packet 
curry - not great." 

It was on leaving home that Ali 
discovered a love of - and flair for - 
cooking. Armed with an M&S recipe 
book, which she owns and uses to this 
day, she hosted endless dinner parties 
in her first flat. "Chicken Kiev was 
often on the menu. That dates me, 
doesn't it?" 

Ali's background is in the corporate, 
rather than food and drink, world; the 
bulk of her working life has been spent 
as a PA and event organiser - the latter 
for massive motoring brands, such as 
Jaguar and Land Rover. Meeting Valdis 
at a conference at Gleneagles, Ali took 
a career break on having their son, 
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Julius, now 1 5. 

Cooking remained a hobby until two 
years ago when - having lost her parents 
in quick succession: their funerals were 
held within a month - the idea for Ali's 
Baltic Bakes came knocking. 

"It was time to do something for myself. 
I wanted to go back to work, but I didn't 
want to go back into an office. Because 
I love cooking, a food business seemed 
a natural choice. But I knew I had to do 
something different, something other 
people weren't doing. 

"Piragi aren't very well known in this 
country," Ali continues. "I love it when 
new customers walk up to the stall 
mouthing the signs to themselves, clearly 
thinking 'Whatever's this?'. Some 
people will say 'Oh, it's just 
a pasty' - which it's not: 
it's a bread, not a pastry, 
for a start. But others 
will be intrigued. And 
once they've tried

No, we just love them'. . ." 

As well as ticking the 'different' 
and 'delicious' boxes, piragi 
are, explains Ali, ideal 
for eating on the go. 
"They're neat and 
^ clean to hold, the 

filling doesn't all fall 
out when you bite 
into them - that's 
why the little ones 
are perfect as 
party canapes." 

Selling at St Ives 
Farmers' Market, 
festivals and food 
fairs, Ali is also part 
of Cambridge's two 
'shop local' ordering 
services: both allow 


customers to order from a host of on- 
the-doorstep, small-scale suppliers, then 
collect their whole shop at a designated 
and convenient time and place. 
Cambridge Food Assembly's collection 
point is in the centre of the city, at The 
Tram Depot, the pub on Dover Street, 
while the newly-launched Cambridge 
Food Collective has a hub on Clifton 
Road. 

Keeping up with demand can be a 
challenge. One unforgettable weekend 
saw Ali bake for both BuckFest, the 
Buckden music festival, and a wedding, 
which required 400 canapes: "I didn't 
sleep. At all. But I love what I'm doing, 
which helps." 

Piragi aren't speedy to make. Each 
batch of dough has, explains Ali, to be 
"nurtured": this is the epitome of food 





made with love. After an initial proving, 
the dough is knocked back, kneaded 
gently and then split into small balls, 
which are each rolled out, loaded with 
filling and then folded in half. "That's 
where the wine glass comes in: I use it to 
seal and cut the edges, creating that nice 
smooth curve," adds Ali. "It's all very 
hi-tech." 

After a second proving, then baking for 
a precise 17 minutes, the piragi are good 
to go: incredibly easy-going, they can 
be eaten hot or cold and are happy to 
be frozen. Ali makes all the fillings from 
scratch, even curing her own salmon, 
and buys her ingredients as locally as 
possible: her flour comes from Stotfold 
Mill, just over the border in Bedfordshire; 
her goat's cheese comes from Hitchin's 
Wobbly Bottom Farm; her smoked bacon 
comes from Days of Buckden. 

With Valdis and her yoga classmates 
as (very willing) guinea pigs, Ali's always 
working on new variations: Christmas will 
bring a stollen-themed piragi, filled with 
marzipan and rum-soaked fruit. 

"When I started this, I knew I'd enjoy 
it - but I had no idea how much," says 
Ali. "I'm a city girl really, but I love getting 
to spend so much time outdoors: when 
you're doing a market, you're out of the 
house at 6am. I don't even mind when it's 
dark or cold, I just put my ear-muffs on! 

"I love meeting all the people, too. 

And, of course, I love making the piragi - 
they're such great little things."

M ORE images of the new 
Land Rover Discovery 
undergoing testing have 
been released prior to the world 
premiere of the fifth generation 
SUV at the Paris Motor Show, 
which runs from October 1 -16.
